The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Warner 
are  pleased  and  honored  to  dedicate  this 
Town  Report  to  Jackson  M.  Hunt,  who 
exemplifies  true  dedication  to  community 
service,  the  betterment  of  the  community, 
and  the  concern  and  compassion  for 
one's  fellow  citizens. 

Jack  was  born  in  Exeter  and  moved 
to  Warner  at  the  age  of  7.  After  graduation 
from  Simonds  Free  High  School  in  1951, 
he  entered  active  duty  with  the  United 
States  Air  Force  and  remained  on  active 
duty  until  retirement.  He  returned  to 
Warner  in  1980  and  immediately  became 
involved  in  community  affairs.  As  Com- 
missioner of  the  Warner  Village  Fire 
District,  Jack  was  instrumental  in  up- 
grading the  town  water  supply  from  an 
open  reservoir  to  an  underground  tank 
and  a  gravel  packed  well  system,  and 
upgrading  and  replacing  many  of  the  100 
year  old  water  and  sewer  lines  serving 
the  town.  All  of  these  improvements  were  accomplished  through  countless 
hours  of  hard  work  in  writing,  justifying  and  fighting  for  Community 
Development  Grants. 

As  a  Selectman,  Jack  devoted  almost  every  waking  hour  to  this  job.  Like 
the  water  and  sewer  improvements  for  the  Warner  Village  Fire  District,  his  list 
of  accomplishments  for  the  Town  is  just  as  impressive.  Projects  such  as: 
energy  efficient  street  lights,  energy  improvements  to  municipal  buildings, 
upgrading  of  substandard  housing,  handicap  improvements  to  the  Town  Hall, 
sprinkler  system  for  the  Community  Action  Building,  and  the  elderly  housing 
are  but  a  few. 

Jack  has  done  more  than  just  serve  as  an  elected  official.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  local  American  Legion  Post  and  has  served  as  its  Adjutant,  Commander  for 
several  years,  and  its  Services  Officer  ever  since.  As  Services  Officer  he  has 
devoted  uncountable  hours  to  the  needs  of  Veterans,  their  widows  and  families. 
We  have  known  him  to  be  most  generous  in  giving  financial  support  and  in 
devoting  many  hours  in  transporting  Veterans,  family  members  or  other  citizens 
in  need  to  hospitals  for  treatment  or  visits.  He  has  served  in  most  of  the  offices  of 
the  5th  District,  and  as  Vice  Commander  of  the  Dept.  of  NH  American  Legion 
and  is  presently  serving  the  National  organization  as  Vice  Chairman  of  the 
National  Security  Committee  and  as  a  member  of  the  National  Flag  Education 
Committee.  He  holds  the  highest  position  in  the  40  &  8  in  New  Hampshire 
as  Chef  de  Gare. 

Jack  has  done  more  for  the  Town  than  just  serve  on  boards.  Every  year  he 
spends  countless  hours  mowing,  trimming  and  sprucing  up  many  of  the  Town's 
cemeteries  prior  to  Memorial  Day.  He  is  also  involved  in  the  annual  Fish  and 
Game  Club  children's  fishing  derby.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Warner  Men's  Club, 
Fish  and  Game  Club  and  the  Loyal  Order  of  Moose.  He  also  holds  memberships 
in  many  Veteran  and  retired  military  organizations  and  is  active  in  all  of  them. 
He  is  a  life  member  in  the  Disabled  American  Veterans,  Air  Force  Sergeants 
Association,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  the  Retired  Enlisted  Association  and  the 
NH  Veterans  Association.

State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Warner  Town  Hall  in  said  Warner  on 
Tuesday,  the  9th  day  of  March,  next  at  9:00  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ADJOURN  TO  WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  10,  1993  AT  7:30  PM 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  ($200,000.00),  for  renovation  and  expansion  of  the 
Pillsbury  Free  Library.  One  Hundred  and  Seventy  Five  Thousand  Dollars, 
($175,000.00)  of  such  sum  to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes 
under  and  in  compliance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  33:1  et  seq.  as 
amended;  Twenty -Five  Thousand  Dollars,  ($25,000.00)  to  be  raised  by  taxation; 
the  balance  of  funds  for  the  project  to  be  made  available  from  donations,  Library 
Trust  Funds,  and  other  funding  sources  for  renovations,  additions,  and 
improvements  to  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Library  Trustees  to  apply  for,  obtain  and  accept  federal,  state  or  other  aid,  if  any, 
which  may  be  available  for  said  project  and  to  comply  with  all  laws  applicable  to 
said  project;  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  issue,  negotiate,  sell 
and  deliver  said  bonds  and  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon 
and  the  maturity  and  other  terms  thereof;  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
the  Library  Trustees  to  take  any  other  action  or  to  pass  any  other  vote  relative 
thereto.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  included  in  the  Budget). 

NOTE:    Yes  and  No  ballot  required.  2/3  vote  for  passage.  Ballot  to  stay  open 
for  1  hour. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  name  of  Kearsarge  Street, 
Tory  Hill,  Henley  and  Kearsarge  Mountain  Road  to  Kearsarge  Road  meaning 
to  include  all  the  road  from  its  intersection  with  Main  Street  (Rte.  103)  to  the 
toll  gate.  This  action  is  necessary  to  comply  with  the  statewide  emergency 
911  guidelines. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the  Warner  Village  Water 
District  the  ownership  of  the  Silver  Lake  Reservoir,  Dam  and  the  four  adjacent 
parcels  of  land  as  shown  on  Map  9,  Lots  2,  3,  5  and  6-1.  Said  transfer  is 
conditioned  upon  continual  use  of  these  parcels  for  recreational  purposes  and 
that  said  land  shall  revert  to  the  District  in  the  event  that  such  lots  are  used  for 
any  other  purpose. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  method  of  selecting  the 
Overseer  of  Public  Welfare  from  Elected  to  Appointed  effective  with  the  1994 
Town  Meeting  per  RSA:  41:2. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  term  of  office  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  from  one  (1)  year  to  three  (3)  years  beginning  with  the  term  of  office  in 
1994.  (Submitted  by  Petition  Article  per  RSA  41:26a). 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  support  having  the  Kearsarge  Regional 
School  District  Annual  Meeting  held  simultaneously  at  several  places,  one  such 
place  to  be  designated  the  central  meeting  place  and  the  others  as  subsidiary 
meeting  places.  Communications  between  all  places  shall  be  continuously 
available,  and  the  voters  at  all  places  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  District  Meeting  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  officers  calling  the  meeting. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  conduct  a 
complete  revaluation  of  the  Town  starting  in  1993  and  to  be  completed  in  1994;  to 
raise  $1,000  from  taxation  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $40,000  from  Capital 
Reserve  plus  interest  that  has  accrued  for  this  purpose;  and  to  appoint  the 
Selectmen  as  agents  to  administer  the  fund.  (Included  in  the  budget  and 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.). 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifty-Four 
Thousand  Dollars  ($54,000.00),  to  reconstruct  Depot  Street.  (Recommended  by 
the  Budget  Committee  and  included  in  the  Budget). 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
One  Million  Six  Hundred  Sixty- six  Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  Four  Dollars 
($1,666,204.00),  which  represents  the  bottom  line  of  the  posted  budget,  as 
recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.  (Said  sum  is  inclusive  of  all  articles 
included  by  the  Budget  Committee). 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept  and  expand,  without  further  action  by  town  meeting,  money  from  the 
state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes 
available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95b. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  on  the  note  or  notes 
of  the  Town. 

13.  To  hear  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Town  heretofore  chosen  and 
Committees  appointed  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  property 
taken  for  taxes  by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction  after  notifying  abutting  property 
owners  of  pending  sale. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept 
the  dedication  of  any  street  shown  on  a  subdivision  plat  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board,  provided  that  such  street  has  been  constructed  to  applicable 
town  specifications  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  Agent. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept 
on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies  and  devices  made  to  the  Town  in  Trust  for 
any  public  purpose,  (after  a  public  hearing),  as  permitted  by  RSA  31:19. 
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17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Pillsbury  Free  Library  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  for  library  purposes, 
without  further  action  by  the  town  meeting,  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or 
other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the 
fiscal  year,  as  permitted  by  RSA  202 -A: 4 -c. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  under  RSA  31:39  to  permit  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  adopt  bylaws  on  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Warner  until  the  next 
annual  meeting. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Every  once-in-a- while  it's  fun  to  sit  and  reflect  back  on  all  that  we  (Elected 
Officials,  Appointed  Officials,  employees,  volunteers  and  tax  payers)  have 
accomplished  in  the  past  5  years  or  so  to  make  the  Town  of  Warner  a  better  place 
to  live.  During  this  short  time  we  have:  installed  energy  efficient  street  lights, 
made  energy  improvements  to  all  Town  buildings,  installed  fire  alarms  in  all 
Town  buildings,  put  an  addition  on  the  Town  Hall  and  made  it  handicap 
accessible.  We  also  built  the  Solid  Waste  Transfer  and  Recycling  station,  made 
sewer,  water  and  storm  drainage  improvements  on  Main  Street  and  Kearsarge 
Street  and  built  new  sidewalks  and  added  curbs.  The  Municipal  water  system 
was  completely  revamped  by  building  an  underground  storage  tank  and  gravel 
packed  well.  Automation  of  our  Municipal  bookkeeping  systems  has  been 
accomplished.  We  bought  a  new  fire  truck  and  have  significantly  upgraded  the 
equipment  at  the  Highway  Department  and  our  ability  to  maintain  our  roads. 

1992  was  just  as  busy  as  the  previous  years.  We  finished  our  Main  Street 
project  with  drainage,  curbs  and  sidewalks.  The  front  lawn  of  the  Town  Hall  was 
landscaped  and  trees  were  planted.  Through  hundreds  of  hours  of  volunteer 
labor  by  the  Fire  Department,  an  addition  on  the  fire  station  was  completed.  We 
removed  all  of  our  underground  fuel  tanks  and  cleaned  up  the  contaminated 
soil.  We  continue  to  make  improvements  in  the  Town  Hall  by  building  a 
conference  room,  fixing  and  installing  screens,  etc.  1992  saw  the  long  awaited 
start  of  the  35  unit  Elderly  Housing  project,  start  of  construction  on  the  soccer 
field  and  improvements  at  the  ball  fields.  We  also  ran  our  tax  bills  for  the  first 
time  on  our  own  computer.  Thanks  to  donations  from  the  Fall  Foliage  Festival 
and  Warner  Aerobics,  the  Town  Hall  main  floor  has  been  replaced. 

For  1993,  we  are  starting  the  planning  for  implementation  of  the  Town  portion 
of  the  Emergency  911  System.  Our  task  is  to  number  every  house  in  town  and 
give  everyone  a  new  street  address  for  a  system  that  will  be  activated  statewide 
in  1995.  We  will  also,  with  your  affirmative  vote  at  Town  Meeting,  start  a 
complete  re -evaluation  of  the  Town  to  bring  our  property  values  in-line  with  the 
current  economy.  Twice  a-year  tax  billing  will  start  in  June  of  this  year.  We  will 
also  continue  to  work  on  our  Emergency  Planning  and  hopefully,  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  we'll  be  ready  for  a  practice  exercise. 

We  would  like  to  again  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all,  who  have 
contributed  so  much  time  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  We  look  forward  to 
working  with  you  in  1993.

It  was  a  year  of  tremendous  happenings  throughout  the  world,  and  yes,  even 
here  in  our  little  town  of  Warner,  though  one  could  feel  safe  and  secure,  there 
were  people  experiencing  economic  times. 

Registrations  were  down  some,  even  though  titles  were  about  the  same.  Many 
bought  newer  cars,  but  not  new  1992's. 

Plates  and  Decals  offset  the  income  somewhat  by  increasing  the  revenue 
received  to  $5,245.00. 

Marriages  were  on  the  increase.  This  year  twenty-one  couples  shared  wedded 
bliss  compared  to  thirteen  in  1991. 

The  Town  Clerk's  Office  can  now  issue  renewals,  tranfers,  new  plates  for  auto 
registrations  and  added  are  trailer  plates  and  motorcycle  plates.  (Farm  and  Agri 
plates  etc.  are  obtained  in  Concord,  but  I  am  working  on  them).  There  is  an 
additional  $2.50  charge  for  this  service  which  may  be  added  in  to  the  Town 
check.  A  separate  check  made  out  to  the  State  of  N.H.-DMV  will  be  required  at 
this  time.  Payment  by  cash  is  also  acceptable.  As  always,  Kathy  and  I  are  very 
happy  to  offer  this  "one-step"  service  to  you. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Fall  Foliage  Festival  Committee  for  providing  the 
funds  for  the  restoration  of  Warner's  early  Vital  Record  book  of  1899-1915;  an 
everlasting  gift  that  preserves  Warner's  History,  a  history  recording  that  began 
in  1770. 

Dog  license  fees  remain  the  same  and  the  1993  licenses  will  be  available  on 
April  1, 1993.  Male/Female  -  $7.00,  Neutered/Spayed  -  $4.50.  Over  65  years  of  age, 
$2.00  (first  dog  only).  "Failure  to  license  dogs  by  April  30,  1993,  will  make  you 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  $1.00  per  month  as  of  June  1,  1993." 

Please  Note:  Also  enforced  this  year  is  RSA:  466:13  which  reads: 

WARNING  -  Failure  to  comply  will  make  you  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $15.00  (per 
dog)  if  not  licensed  by  June  1,  1993.  (in  addition  to  the  above  penalty).

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1993  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

This  year  has  been  a  very  difficult  year  for  the  Budget  Committee.  We  are 
aware  of  the  economy  of  the  Town,  we  are  also  aware  that  the  Town  has  received 
a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  State  aid  that  has  in  the  past  been  credited  against 
our  school  tax,  we  are  aware  that  many  individuals/families  have  not  received 
pay  raises  for  several  years. 

We  met  for  a  total  of  36  hours  in  order  to  meet  with  the  various  agencies 
and  department  heads.  We  have  listened  to  their  requests  and  have  asked 
many  questions. 

Members  of  the  Highway  Department,  Transfer  Station  and  clerks  for  various 
boards  and  offices  are  on  the  State  labor  grade  schedule.  Some  individuals  have 
met  the  maximum  grade  within  their  labor  grade  and  have  not  received  a  pay 
increase  for  more  than  2  years  and  yet  we  did  reduce  everyone's  medical 
benefits  last  year.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  did  not  request  an  increase  in  the  1993 
budget,  but  the  Budget  Committee  felt  that  these  loyal  and  dedicated  employees 
should  be  recognized.  We  therefore  have  included  in  our  recommended  budget  a 
4%  pay  raise  for  all  those  individuals  who  are  on  the  State  labor  grade  schedule. 

You  will  find  that  we  did  not  always  agree  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
reduced  a  number  of  line  item  budgets.  Sometimes  votes  were  unanimous,  but 
many  times  it  was  a  decision  of  the  majority. 

Hopefully  we  have  made  decisions  that  will  benefit  the  Town  without  being  a 
tax  burden  for  individuals.

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WARNER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  1992 

1992  was  a  very,  very  busy  year  for  the  Fire  Department,  not  for  calls  and 
alarms,  because  these  numbers  are  down  this  year,  but  because  of  the  addition 
which  was  built  to  the  Fire  Station.  This  addition  required  more  then  1500  hours 
of  labor  to  complete,  most  of  which  was  done  on  a  voulunteer  basis.  Many,  many 
people  helped  with  the  project  in  one  way  or  another.  The  list  is  much  too  long 
to  put  in  the  report  so  I  will  post  a  list  of  those  who  helped  or  contributed  when 
we  have  an  Open  House  in  the  late  spring  of  1993.  The  project  went  very  well 
with  no  major  problems  thanks  to  everyone  who  helped.  It  is  now  90%  complete 
and  we  invite  everyone  to  stop  by  and  take  a  look  at  the  station  at  any  time.  We 
are  very  proud  of  the  building  as  it  took  a  lot  of  hard  work  by  everyone  to  get  it 
completed.  Again,  thank  you  all  for  a  job  well  done. 

We  also  bought  a  second-hand  four  wheel  drive  dump  truck  from  the  phone 
company  and  made  it  into  a  forestry  unit  to  be  used  on  brush  and  woods  fires. 
Most  all  the  work  to  this  unit  was  done  by  the  membership  at  a  great  savings 
to  the  town.  We  hope  to  set  up  a  foam  bank  system  for  hazardous  material 
firefighting  and  this  unit  will  serve  to  transport  necessary  equipment  as  well  as 
a  forestry  unit. 

Training  continues  to  take  up  a  lot  of  time  in  both  fire  and  rescue. 
Three  members  completed  a  certified  firefighters  course  in  Bow.  Everyone 
continues  to  spend  quite  a  lot  of  time  keeping  up  with  skills  needed  on  both 
fire  and  rescue.  Thanks  to  Deputy  Hill  and  his  team  for  an  excellent  job  in 
training  for  1992. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  to  check  batteries  in  smoke  detectors 
and  clean  and  inspect  your  chimney  at  least  once  a  month  during  the  heating 
season.  I  would  suggest  that  smoke  detectors  be  tested  both  with  smoke  and 
the  test  button  on  the  unit.  We  have  seen  some  older  detectors  fail  with 
the  smoke  test  when  they  worked  by  pressing  the  test  button.  Any  questions, 
please  call  anytime. 

New  members  for  1992  were  Brad  Kelly,  Jen  Lavoie,  and  Lee  Nichols  for  the 
Fire  Department  and  Jody  Welch  and  Fred  Hueglin  for  the  Rescue  Company.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  state.  Our  largest  fire  was 
in  May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres 
with  a  total  cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  many  other  communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  136  acres. 
Our  major  causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes 
and  children. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  fire  prevention. 
New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to 
be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with 
snow,  WITHOUT  FIRST  OBTAINING  A  WRITTEN  FIRE  PERMIT 
FROM  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  OF  THE  TOWN  WHERE  THE 
BURNING  IS  TO  BE  DONE/'  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  YOU  ARE  LIABLE 
FOR  ALL  FIRE  SUPPRESSION  COSTS. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The  small  average 
fire  size  of  .47  acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire 
tower  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 
Please  help  your  Warden  and  Fire  Department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  of 
$20,000  in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and  wildland 
suppression  equipment  in  1992.

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WARNER  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  1991  Town  Report  we  stated: 

"The  objective  is  to,  through  the  use  of  a  full  time 
officer,  better  serve  the  needs  of  the  community." 

An  examination  of  the  Activity  Report  for  1992  and  the  Activity  Analysis  for 
the  years  1987  through  1992  show  that  we  accomplished  this  goal  in  1992. 

For  the  first  time  in  six  years,  there  was  a  substantial  decrease  in  criminal 
activity  within  the  Town  of  Warner.  For  1992  there  was  a  37%  decrease  in 
criminal  investigations  conducted  by  the  Warner  Police  Department.  The  best 
known  deterrent  to  crime  is  the  officer's  presence  and  for  the  year  1992  we 
concentrated  on  officers  being  on  the  street. 

For  1992  we  began  utilizing  a  secretary  within  the  office  to  help  keep 
officers  on  patrol  rather  than  in  the  office  doing  reports.  This  practice  has 
been  most  successful  in  both  report  keeping  and  a  better  utilization  of  trained 
police  officers. 

In  conjunction  with  Henniker  District  Court,  the  department  expanded  the 
Diversionary  Program  from  a  totally  youth  oriented  program  to  one  that 
includes  adult  offenders.  This  program  entails  offenders  giving  back  to  the 
community,  through  community  service  programs,  time  and  service  for  their 
criminal  activities. 

The  Warner  Police  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  other  departments 
within  the  Town  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.  Without  their  help,  such 
progress  in  1992  would  not  have  been  possible.  But  most  of  all,  the  Warner  Police 
Department  would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Warner  for  their 
cooperation,  assistance  and  understanding  throughout  the  year.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Highway  Department  spent  most  of  its  time  between  January  and  spring 
sanding  ice  storms,  thawing  frozen  culverts  and  removing  ice  from  ditches. 

We  started  the  Main  Street  project  by  removing  three  gas  tanks  in  front  of 
O'Conners  Safety  Equipment. 

Finding  some  tank  leakage,  we  removed  approximately  125  yards  of 
contaminated  soil  and  stock  piled  it  at  the  town  highway  garage  yard. 

We  removed  tanks  at  the  Town  Hall,  C.A.P.  building  and  highway 
garage  shed,  creating  approximately  500  yards  of  contaminated  soil  from  all 
tank  removals. 

After  obtaining  all  necessary  State  permits,  we  processed  the  contaminated 
soil  into  cold  patch,  that  will  be  used  in  the  coming  year. 

By  processing  the  material  with  our  own  equipment  and  man  power,  we 
saved  many  thousands  of  dollars. 

In  between  tank  removals,  we  rebuilt  the  fire  station  driveway  and  the 
parking  area  in  front  of  Perkins  Hardware  Store. 

After  Weaver  Brothers  Construction  Co.,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation  and  Pellettieri  Associates  completed  their  work, 
Main  Street  was  resurfaced. 

The  Town  Hall  lawn  received  a  face  lift  with  new  sod.  Nine  new  trees  were 
planted  on  Main  Street.  The  lawn  and  trees  were  all  donated  through  the  Warner 
Beautification  Project. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Pellettieri  Associates,  Weaver  Brothers  Construction 
and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  and  all 
the  individuals  and  other  businesses  that  gave  money,  labor  and  materials 
towards  this  project. 

Approximately  1700'  of  New  Market  Road  was  reconstructed  this  year  and 
more  work  is  planned  for  this  coming  year. 

A  new  400'  drainage  system  was  constructed  on  Schoodac  Road  to  remove  a 
dangerous  flooding  situation. 

Sewer  and  water  lines  were  laid  in  Split  Rock  Road  to  the  Kearsarge  Elderly 
Housing  Project  and  a  2  inch  base  coat  of  asphalt  was  put  down. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  public  and  businesses  for  their  patience  and  support 
during  the  Main  Street  project.  I  know  it  has  been  difficult  having  Main  Street 
under  construction  for  the  last  few  years.  I  think  the  town  looks  great,  and  we 
should  be  proud  of  our  attractive  Main  Street  area.

The  Trustees  of  the  Pillsbury  Free  Library  are  very  pleased  to  report  an 
amazingly  successful  year  of  fundraising  and  planning  for  the  new  addition.  In 
1992  we  applied  for  and  received  a  $25,000  grant  from  the  Library  Services 
Construction  Act,  and  Dr.  Frank  Maria  made  a  very  generous  personal  donation 
of  $25,000.  Other  fundraising  efforts  have  included  individual  donations,  Fall 
Foliage  Festival  donation,  book  and  bake  sales,  a  Christmas  production  of  "A

This  "Living  Reference  Series"  was  started  this  year  to  provide  a 
learning  forum  on  jobs,  skills  and  crafts  presented  by  many  of  the  talented 
people  of  Warner.  We  have  continued  to  publish  and  mail  out  the  "Bookmark" 
with  current  library  news  and  had  alot  of  fun  dressed  as  Pillsbury  bread  slices  in 
this  year's  Fall  Foliage  Parade.  We  greeted  many  of  you  at  our  annual  Christmas 
Open  House,  featuring  a  storyteller  for  the  children. 

In  1993  we  will  continue  our  commitment  to  provide  quality  library  services 
combined  with  valuable  community  activities.  We  have  started  planning  for 
a  film  series,  another  author/illustrator  night,  an  evening  with  writer 
Richard  Lederer,  and  another  holiday  production.

In  1992  the  library  added  740  books,  10  audio  books,  11  children's  readalongs, 
27  music  cassettes,  and  8  videos,  many  of  which  were  donations.  We  lost  and 
removed  319  books,  and  47  recordings.  This  brings  the  total  estimated  holdings 
to  14,385  books,  about  800  recordings,  35  videos,  138  filmstrip  sets,  64  microfilm 
reels,  and  70  magazine  subscriptions.  Through  inter-library  loan  service,  313 
items  were  borrowed  from  other  libraries,  and  95  were  lent  out  to  other  libraries. 

During  1992  we  added  204  new  borrowers,  and  lost  49.  This,  combined  with 
removing  some  inactive  (unrenewed)  card  holders  from  our  files,  brings  our 
total  registered  borrowers  to  1,360,  including  41  Magdalen  College  Students. 

We  have  moved  our  record  collection  into  the  basement  to  make  more  room 
for  books  upstairs.  We  are  also  slowly  eliminating  the  record  albums  as  we 
switch  over  to  more  popular  forms  of  recordings  such  as  music  cassettes,  audio, 
books  and  videos.  Many  of  our  new  books  are  in  paperback  form,  which  helps  to 
conserve  space. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  story  times  for  3  year-olds,  4-6  year-olds,  Head  Start, 
and  Kearsarge  Children's  Center,  and  summer  programs  for  elementary  school 
children,  we  held  a  musical  "Birthday  Party"  in  April,  a  family  folk  concert  and 
dance  in  cooperation  with  the  Warner  PTO  in  September,  and  an  Open  House 
with  storyteller  in  December.  For  adults,  we  initiated  a  "Living  Reference" 
series,  in  which  local  experts  in  many  different  fields  have  come  to  answer 
questions  from  those  attending  the  programs.  These  have  been  held  twice  a 
month  since  June,  and  we  hope  to  continue  the  series  at  least  once  a  month.  A 
book  discussion  group  has  also  been  once  a  month  at  the  library,  and  welcomes 
new  members.  In  all,  we  held  125  programs,  attended  by  a  total  of  1,445  people. 

In  1993,  we  look  forward  to  holding  the  first  program  funded  by  the  Frank 
Maria  Fund  for  Promoting  Understanding  Between  Peoples.  This  fund  was  set 
up  in  1992  with  a  donation  from  Warner  resident  Frank  Maria. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  extend  a  big  thank  you  to  all  the  volunteers  who  donated 
over  390  hours  of  general  help  in  the  library  in  1992,  as  well  as  all  who  helped 
with  the  book  and  bake  sales,  the  summer  programs,  and  the  Dickens' 
Christmas  Carol  production.  Also  to  the  generous  donor  who  made  possible  a 
special  program  for  a  school  class,  and  who  enabled  the  library  to  provide  books 
for  35  children  via  the  Warner  Christmas  Program.

In  1909,  the  Boston  Post  presented  a  gold-headed  cane  to  be  given  to  the  Town's 
oldest  citizen.  Since  then  twenty-three  Warner  residents  have  received  the 
title  and  cane.  In  April  1992,  Margaret  Turner,  age  97  became  the  latest  recipient. 
A  long  time  resident  of  Warner,  she  now  resides  at  the  Merrimack  County 
Nursing  Home  in  Boscawen. 

The  cane  was  presented  by  Selectman  Ralph  Kemper  at  the  home's 
Easter  party  which  made  for  a  very  festive  occasion.  Many  of  the  resident's  were 
in  attendance  as  well  as  her  son  John  and  his  wife  Janet  Turner,  several  friends 
and  neighbors,  Warner's  State  Representative,  Avis  Nichols  and  County 
Commissioner,  Peter  Spaulding. 

Margaret  and  her  husband  Arthur  moved  to  Warner  from  Boston  in  1953.  Over 
the  years  they  became  very  involved  in  town  by  participating  in  the  Fall  Foliage 
Festival,  producing  musicals,  joining  the  Grange,  Mason's  Rebekah's,  and  the 
American  Legions  and  Auxiliary.  Margaret  had  been  a  professional  musician 
since  1914  in  cello,  piano  and  voice.  She  was  often  called  upon  to  play  the  piano, 
the  organ  or  direct  choirs.  Through  the  Rebekah's,  Margaret  became  involved  in 
the  Town  Christmas  Project,  buying  and  altering  clothing  and  later  soliciting 
men  in  the  community  to  build  or  renovate  toys  for  children.  She  was  also 
known  for  her  sewing  talents  making  quilts  and  quilted  lap  robes. 

Margaret  was  interviewed  for  the  Warner  Women's  Oral  History  Project.  In 
reviewing  her  transcript,  we  had  to  chuckle.  She  says,  "I'm  always  striving  to 
be  the  oldest  resident,  but  I  don't  think  I'm  going  to  make  it.  Everybody  is 
smarter  than  I  am." 

Well  Margaret,  we  don't  think  smart  has  anything  to  do  with  it,  but  we  are 
glad  you  made  your  goal.  You  contributed  much  time  and  talent  to  help  make 
Warner  a  warmer  and  richer  communitv.  Thank  vou! 
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TRUSTEES  OF  TOWN  CEMETERIES 

The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Cemeteries  oversee  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
30  cemeteries  spread  throughout  the  town.  Many  of  these  are  small 
family  cemeteries  located  in  presently  undeveloped  sections  of  Warner. 
Pine  Grove  Cemetery  is  the  only  cemetery  in  town  that  does  not  come  under 
our  jurisdiction. 

We  rely  on  interest  from  perpetual  care  trusts,  set  up  at  the  time  of  purchase  of 
a  lot,  as  our  main  source  of  funding.  With  interest  rates  falling,  the  amount  of 
funding  from  this  source  has  been  dropping  for  the  last  few  years.  It  has  not 
always  been  mandatory  to  set  up  such  a  fund  when  purchasing  a  lot.  Therefore, 
we  have  many  lots  with  no  perpetual  care.  The  care  for  these  lots  is  funded  by 
tax  dollars.  The  combination  of  these  funds  allows  us  to  hire  a  part-time 
custodian,  pay  the  American  Legion  to  do  a  yearly  cleanup  of  the  cemeteries 
before  Memorial  Day  and  to  do  small  maintenance  jobs  that  must  be  hired  out 
to  other  individuals. 

Davisville,  Colby  and  Johnson  Cemeteries  were  the  focus  of  our  annual  spring 
cleanup.  Brush  and  trees  were  removed,  litter  was  collected  and  stone 
walls  were  repaired.  We  would  like  to  thank  those  individuals  who  assisted  us 
on  that  day. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  the  American  Legion  for  their  annual  cleanup. 
Corey  Nunn  for  his  work  around  the  Coal  Hearth  Cemetery  and  our  custodian 
Jan  Doughty  for  another  year  of  work  well  done.

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THE  WARNER  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Warner  Conservation  Commission  is  an  appointed  town  body  established 
to  advise  the  Selectmen  and  other  boards  and  commissions  on  matters  related  to 
the  protection  of  Warner's  natural  resources,  particularly  its  wetlands  and  water 
bodies.  During  1992,  the  Commission  continued  to  carry  out  its  responsibility  to 
review  and  comment  on  applications  for  dredge  and  fill  permits  filed  with  the 
State  Wetlands  Board.  Several  site  visits  were  made  by  Commission  members 
during  the  year  to  view  wetlands  violations  or  to  advise  landowners  on 
proposed  projects  impacting  wetlands. 

This  past  year,  the  Commission  initiated  discussion  with  two  landowners 
concerning  conservation  easements  on  their  property.  One  proposed  easement 
involves  a  parcel  with  considerable  frontage  on  Warner  River  and  the  other 
would  protect  a  significant  wetland  complex  on  the  Warner  Brook  near  the 
Henniker-Warner  town  line.  The  Commission  plans  to  pursue  finalizing 
easements  on  these  properties  in  1993. 

In  May,  1992  the  Commission  decided  to  sponsor  a  speaker  program. 
Stephanie  D'Agostino  gave  a  slide  presentation  of  her  work  in  documenting  the 
important  wetlands  in  the  Frazier  Brook  watershed.  Her  efforts  will  serve  as  a 
model  for  wetlands  inventory  and  evaluation  in  other  parts  of  Warner  which  the 
Commission  is  planning  in  the  coming  year.  Stephanie  resigned  as  Chairperson 
of  the  Commission  in  November.  Many  thanks  are  due  for  her  contributions. 

The  Commission  meetings  are  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month  at 
7:30  PM  in  the  Town  Hall.  Everyone  is  welcome  to  attend  and  express  their 
concerns  and  interest.

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WARNER  TRANSFER  AND 
RECYCLING  STATION  REPORT 

It  has  been  an  active  year  at  the  transfer  station. 

Charles  Durgin,  the  full  time  attendant  left  for  Montana  and  Daniel  Lavioe  was 
hired  to  replace  him. 

Trying  to  keep  up  with  the  newest  State  and  Federal  laws,  we  have  added  oil 
filters  to  the  list  of  recyclables.  They  should  be  taken  out  of  household  trash  and 
placed  in  the  barrell  provided  for  them  in  the  recycling  building. 

The  C.F.C.  (freon  gas)  collection  program  is  going  well  and  10  lbs.  have  been 
removed  from  air  conditioners  and  refrigerators  this  year. 

As  of  July  1992  it  is  illegal  to  release  the  C.F.C.  gases  from  the  refrigerators  and 
air  conditioners  into  the  air,  so  please  bring  them  intact  to  the  drop  off  area. 

Warner  hosted  the  Hazardous  waste  collection  day  this  year.  Forty-nine 
Warner  households  participated,  up  forty-three  from  when  it  was  held  at 
Henniker  last  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Allison  Mock  and  Howard  Smith  from  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  for  allowing  the  town  to  use  the  State 
Highway  garage  yard  for  the  hazardous  waste  collection  site. 

The  town  delivered  993.85  tons  of  the  1000  tons  guaranteed  to  the 
Wheelabrator  incinerator. 

By  entering  the  recycling  program  offered  by  Concord  Regional  Solid 
Waste/Resource  Recovery  Cooperative,  we  were  credited  for  being  6.15  tons 
short  of  the  G.A.T.  (guaranteed  annual  tonnage)  amounting  to  $236.47.  The 
G.  A.T.  will  be  held  at  1000  tons  for  1993.

In  last  years'  report,  Parks  and  Recreation  reported  that  we  had  acquired  38 
acres  in  Lower  Warner,  known  as  Clark's  Interval. 

The  firm  of  J.D.  Hanna  Excavation  was  awarded  the  contract  to  construct  the 
soccer  field,  parking  area  and  access  to  the  property.  This  project  will  be 
completed  by  the  summer  of  1993,  with  on  field  available  for  use  in  1993  and  the 
second  field  ready  for  1994. 

In  other  developments,  we  continue  to  improve  Riverside  Park,  in  the  form  of 
new  fencing  at  Ela  Field  and  Dalton  Field.  Also,  at  Dalton  Field,  the  loam  was 
removed  from  the  field  and  replaced  with  gravel  to  provide  a  softball  field,  due 
to  the  increase  in  girls'  softball  teams  and  to  eliminate  a  serious  drainage 
problem  in  the  area. 

The  theater  group,  Kids  In  Action,  is  still  active  with  Steve  Daigle  as  director. 
Their  productions  are  well  worth  attending. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  Warner  Highway  Department  for  all  their  help  and  to 
the  many  volunteers  that  keep  Parks  and  recreation  going.

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1993  CENTRAL  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  is  one  of  nine 
RPC's  created  under  RSA  36:45-53.  Every  city  and  town  in  New  Hampshire  is 
within  a  region.  Our  principle  charge  is  to  prepare  a  coordinated  plan  for  the 
region,  while  providing  planning  assistance  to  member  communities. 

The  focus  of  our  current  fiscal  year  is  the  regional  transportation  plan.  By  the 
Spring  we  intend  to  complete  the  plan  and  our  first  ever  transportation 
improvement  program  (TIP),  the  capital  improvement  plan  for  transportation  in 
the  region.  The  input  of  every  community  in  the  region  is  critical,  so  we  intend 
to  devote  considerable  time  and  energy  to  public  input  on  the  plan  and  TIP.  The 
plans  of  the  nine  regions  form  the  basis  for  the  state  transportation  plan.  The 
state  plan  will  become  increasingly  dependent  on  regional  plans  for  data,  public 
involvement,  and  transportation  alternatives.  Federal  and  state  laws  (such  as 
clean  air  and  clean  water  act  requirements)  place  ever  increasing  requirements 
on  state  transportation  plans.  If  the  region  and  its  communities  are  to  maintain 
and  improve  its  transportation  infrastructure,  we  must  approach  consensus 
on  our  transportation  priorities,  both  in  terms  of  general  objectives  and  in  terms 
of  specific  projects. 

In  1992  the  CNHRPC  published  the  Cooperative  Purchases  and  Municipal  Services 
Study  in  which  we  identified  the  range  of  services  provided  by  our  communities, 
the  general  purchasing  methods  used,  sources  of  information  on  improved 
purchasing  methods,  and  the  level  of  interest  in  cooperative  purchases  and 
services  delivery  in  each  community. 

Before  the  end  of  the  year,  we  will  publish  the  Housing  Element  of  the  Regional 
Master  Plan.  The  Commission  adopted  the  plan  withsome  modifications  in 
September.  In  the  plan  we  identified  housing  needs  in  the  region,  the  role  of 
the  CNHRPC  in  housing,  and  methodologies  for  addressing  housing  in  towns 
and  cities. 

The  Commission  continues  to  provide  high  quality  and  timely  services  to 
member  municipalities  through  circuit  riding,  master  plan  assistance,  research, 
and  other  technical  assistance. 

Merrimack  County,  for  the  first  time  ever,  is  preparing  an  overall  economic 
development  plan.  The  Regional  Planning  Commission  is  providing  technical 
assistance  to  the  County  and  its  cities  and  towns  interested  in  economic 
development. 
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1992  CHANDLER  RESERVATION 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 

This  past  year  was  an  active  one  for  the  committee.  During  the  winter  a 
timber  sale  was  conducted  on  reservation  property  off  Bean  Road.  This  sale 
was  a  combination  Forestry-Wildlife  Management  project,  covering  some 
8  acres.  A  significant  amount  of  timber  was  harvested  in  the  form  of  logs  and 
the  remainder  was  whole  tree  chipped.  The  trees  that  were  chipped  were 
primarily  low  grade  Pine  and  there  was  a  large  amount  of  Poplar.  A  visit  to  the 
area  this  summer  proved  to  be  real  interesting,  in  that  a  large  amount  of  tree 
sprouts  had  already  started  to  grow  to  re-forestate  the  area.  Signs  of  wildlife 
habitat  were  also  noted. 

During  February,  the  Committee  along  with  it's  consulting  Forester 
Steve  Lord,  conducted  a  timber  cruise  of  some  property  that  was  taken  for 
taxes  off  the  Old  East  Sutton  Road.  This  area  had  had  some  previous  logging 
done  on  it  approximately  a  year  earlier.  A  timber  sale  (primarily  hardwood) 
was  put  together  and  put  out  for  bid.  The  job  was  awarded  and  completed 
in  early  October. 

In  April  a  Public  Meeting  was  held  to  present  the  Wildlife  Study  that 
was  conducted  for  the  Committee  by  the  Wildlife  Biologist  for  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Committee  along  with  Steve  placed  three  Tree  Farm  signs  along  frontage 
of  Reservation  Land.  These  were  erected  along  Bean  Road,  at  the  old  Ski  Tow, 
and  on  Cunningham  Pond  Road. 

The  road  project  off  Bean  Road  was  completed  this  summer  after  being  halted 
due  to  muddy  conditions  in  the  fall  of  1991.  This  project  is  going  to  be  a  great 
asset  to  the  property  not  only  for  timber  management  but  also  for  fire  protection 
and  access  to  a  new  trail  that  was  built  by  the  Committee  to  the  top  of  Chandler 
Mink  where  the  old  tower  is  located.  A  study  of  the  feasibility  of  re-erecting  the 
tower  is  being  conducted.

COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

The  District  made  several  administrative  changes  in  1992  to  improve  its 
service  and  efficiency.  Starting  in  October,  the  District  now  is  preparing  its  own 
bills  using  the  Town  computer,  part  of  which  was  paid  for  by  the  District. 
Another  change  has  been  shifting  the  quarterly  billing  to  January,  April,  July  and 
October.  This  should  ensure  the  receipt  of  revenues  to  match  expenditures 
within  the  fiscal  year.  New  Administrative  Assistant,  Peg  McLaughlin  is  to  be 
commended  for  her  efforts  to  put  these  changes  into  effect  and  for  the  excellent 
state  of  the  accounts  of  the  District. 

At  the  1992  annual  meeting,  the  District  voted  to  transfer  four  parcels  of  land 
and  the  Silver  Lake  Reservoir  to  the  Town.  The  condition  added  at  the  meeting, 
that  the  property  be  used  for  recreational  purposes  was  viewed  by  the 
Selectmen  as  an  impediment  and  they  decided  to  put  the  acceptance  of  this 
property  before  the  voters  at  the  March  1993  Town  Meeting. 

In  October,  work  on  connecting  the  elderly  housing  site  to  the  water  and 
sewer  systems  through  the  Split  Rock  subdivision  road  was  completed.  The 
District  paid  for  materials  to  install  water  and  sewer  stubs  to  each  of  the  parcels 
in  Split  Rock  so  that  future  development  there  can  be  tied  into  these  systems. 
These  improvements,  including  fire  hydrants  were  covered  by  the  tie-in  fee 
charged  to  the  elderly  housing  project. 

In  September  Charlie  Durgin  resigned  as  Commissioner.  His  contributions 
to  the  District  were  significant  and  will  be  remembered.  Thanks  are  due  to 
Jim  Bailey  and  to  Tom  Chandler  for  their  continued  service  to  the  residents  of 
the  Precinct. 

In  December,  the  Selectmen  and  Commissioners  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
question  of  a  Town-District  merger.  Due  to  the  lack  of  a  strong  show  of  support 
for  this  proposal  by  either  residents  of  the  Precinct  or  those  living  outside,  it  was 
decided  to  drop  further  consideration  for  the  time  being.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Warner  on  Tuesday, 
the  16th  day  of  March  next,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  one  Commissioner  for  three  years. 

3.  To  choose  one  Commissioner  for  two  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  other  agents  or  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

5.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  District  Officers  and  Committees  for  the 
preceding  year  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

6.  To  authorize  the  commissioners  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend,  only 
after  a  public  hearing,  any  and  all  grants  which  may  be  available  for  water  and 
sewerage  systems  of  the  District  or  for  any  study  as  may  be  required  or 
appropriate  relative  to  the  operation  or  improvement  of  said  systems. 

7.  To  authorize  the  Commissioners  to  accept  gifts  and  grants  on  behalf 
of  the  District. 

8.  To  authorize  the  Commissioners  and  District  Treasurer  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes,  water  and  sewer  rents  on  the  note  or  notes  of  the  Warner 
Village  Water  District. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  (One  Thousand  Dollars)  to  be 
placed  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  well  and  to  appoint 
the  Commissioners  as  agents  of  said  fund.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee  and  included  in  the  Budget.) 

10.  To  change  the  name  and  purpose  of  an  existing  capital  reserve  fund,  from 
"Capital  Equipment  Repair/Replacement"  to  "WVWD  Capital  Equipment 
Fund." 

11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000  (One  Thousand  Dollars)  to  be 
placed  in  a  WVWD  Capital  Equipment  Fund  for  the  replacement  of  capital 
equipment  and  to  appoint  the  Commissioners  as  agents  of  said  fund. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee  and  included  in  the  Budget.) 

12.  To  change  the  condition  of  transfer  of  ownership  of  the  Silver  Lake 
Reservoir  and  dam  and  four  adjacent  parcels  of  land  to  the  Town  as  approved  by 
the  Annual  District  Meeting  in  1992,  if  the  1993  Town  Meeting  votes  to  approve 
this  transfer  without  the  condition. 
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13.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  District  and  its  Terms  and  Conditions, 
Section  3.  Installation  and  Maintenance  of  Service  Pipe,  by  adding  the  following 
paragraph:  "All  residential  units  lying  outside  the  boundaries  of  the  Warner 
Village  Water  District  shall  be  charged  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00)  per  unit  to  tie  into  the  District  water  system." 

14.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  District  and  its  Terms  and  Conditions,  by 
adding  a  new  Section  20.a  Second  Water  Meter: 

Application  for  a  second  set  of  water  meters  (one  meter  plumbed 
inside  the  residence  and  one  register  on  the  outside  wall)  must  be  by 
a  written  request  to  the  Commissioners.  All  plumbing  for  the  inside 
water  meter  will  be  done  by  a  licensed  plumber  and  at  the  owner's 
expense.  District  employees  will  install  the  outside  register  and  the 
interior  water  meter.  Costs  for  the  second  meter,  installation  and 
materials  will  be  determined  by  the  District.  The  owner  is  respon- 
sible for  these  costs  and  payment  must  be  made  prior  to  installation. 
Maintenance  and/or  replacement  of  the  register  and/or  the  meter 
will  be  at  the  owner's  expense.  A  charge  of  $20  will  be  assessed  for 
removal  of  the  second  set  of  meters.  The  district  will  buy  back  the 
meter  and  register  as  a  pro-rated  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  meter  to 
be  determined  by  the  Commissioners  at  the  time  of  disconnection. 
Restoration  of  the  water  line  after  removal  of  the  second  water  meter 
will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner. 

15.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  District  and  its  Terms  and  Conditions, 
Section  30.  by  replacing  the  entire  section  with  the  following:  "Fees  for  requested 
water  shut-off  and/or  turn-on  shall  be  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  per  service  call.  If 
the  requested  service  is  required  other  than  during  regular  working  hours,  the 
fee  will  be  thirty  dollars  ($30.00)  per  service  call." 

16.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  District  and  its  Terms  and  Conditons, 
Section  11.  Charges  for  Water  and  Sewer  Services,  by  replacing  the  fourth 
sentence,  of  the  first  paragraph  with  the  following:  "An  availability  charge  of 
$20.00  for  water  supply  service  and  $20.00  for  sewer  service  shall  be  assessed 
each  quarter  for  the  first  and  second  unit  served  by  each  main  meter  and  a 
charge  of  $10.00  for  water  and  $10.00  for  sewer  service  for  each  additional  unit 
served  by  that  meter.  A  unit  is  defined  as  being  either  a  non-residential  use  on 
the  property,  such  as  a  restaurant,  or  a  residential  unit.  A  residential  unit  is 
further  defined  as  a  dwelling  unit  with  complete  plumbing  facilities,  meaning 
kitchen  and  bathroom.  In  addition,  usage  fees  for  water  and  sewer  services 
provided,  based  on  gallons  of  metered  water  shall  be  assessed  each  quarter  as 
stated  in  the  General  Service  -  Metered  Rate  Schedule  of  these  By-Laws." 

17.  To  amend  the  By-Laws  of  the  District  and  its  General  Service  -  Metered 
Rate  Schedule,  by  replacing  the  paragraphs  under  "Computation  of  Charges" 
and  "Rate",  with  the  following: 

Computation  of  Charges: 

All  rates  are  stated  for  a  quarterly  period.  The  meter  readings  are 
shown  in  units  of  one  hundred  (100)  gallons.  The  sewer  charge  is 
based  on  the  amount  of  water  used  as  shown  by  the  main  meter 
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readings,  less  the  amount  of  water  used  as  shown  on  a  second  meter, 
if  one  is  in  service. 

Rate: 

For  Water  Supply 

A  usage  fee  of  $0,137  per  100  gallons. 

For  Sewer  Service 

A  usage  fee  of  $0,563  per  100  gallons,  based  on  the  water 

meter  reading. 

18.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Eighty-Five  Thousand 
One  Hundred  Eighty  Dollars  ($185,180)  for  the  operation,  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  District's  water  and  sewerage  systems,  which  sum 
represents  the  bottom  line  of  the  posted  budget  as  recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee. 

19.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
said  meeting.

Voice  vote.  Ayes  in  the  Affirmative.  Motion  to  amend  carried.

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TWENTY- FIVE  YEARS  AGO 
TOWN  MEETING 

March  14,  1967 

Moderator  L.  Waldo  Bigelow  called  Town  Meeting  to  order  at  3:15  p.m.  This 
delayed  start  time  had  been  caused  by  including  the  School  Ballot  with  the 
Town  Ballot.  After  objections  by  School  Board  members  and  much  consultation 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General's  offices,  a  bill  had  been 
introduced  to  the  Legislature  to  permit  this  combination  of  balloting.  Balloting 
continued  at  a  rapid  pace  until  supper  time. 

The  business  meeting  opened  at  7  p.m.  with  a  prayer  by  Rev.  Kenneth  Nichols 
and  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  by  John  P.  H.  Chandler  Jr.  An  announcement  was 
made  asking  each  person  to  rise  and  state  their  name  before  taking  the  floor  as 
there  were  so  many  new  people  in  town. 

Article  2  To  authorize  Selectmen  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  necessary, 
presented  by  T.  J.  Bliss.  Accepted  as  read. 

Article  3  To  adopt  a  Zoning  Ordinance.  As  this  was  also  on  the  ballot  this 
article  was  passed  over.  Ballot  results  were  later  announced:  108  yes, 
149  no. 

Article  4  To  authorize  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money, 
presented  by  C.  Leland  Slayton.  Motion  passed. 

Article  5  To  authorize  Selectmen  to  sell  property  taken  for  taxes,  presented  by 
Maurice  Youmans.  Voted  yes. 

Article  6  To  accept  Officer  and  Committee  reports  as  in  Town  Report, 
presented  by  Maurice  Youmans.  Voted  yes. 

Article  7  To  raise  and  appropriate  $714.00  toward  payment  of  Concord 
Hospital  deficit,  presented  by  Emil  W.  Allen  Jr.  Voted  yes. 

Article  8  To  raise  and  appropriate  $10,000  to  purchase  new  equipment  for 
Highway  Dept.;  $2,500  from  1967  taxes  and  not  to  exceed  $7,500  to  be 
borrowed,  presented  by  J.  J.  O'Rourke.  Amended. 

Amend-       C.  H.  Hemphill  amended  this  to  raise  and  appropriate  $13,000 
ment  to        for  new  equipment  for  Highway  Dept.;  $3,000  from  1967  taxes 
Article  8       and  $10,000  to  be  borrowed.  Voted  yes.  This  vote  nullified  the 
original  Article  8. 

Article  9  To  accept  from  the  School  District  all  ski  tow  equipment  which  had 
been  moved  from  old  ski  slope  (at  present  Riverside  Park)  by  the 
State  in  conjunction  with  building  Route  89.  The  new  ski  slope  on 
Middle  Mink  Hill  was  operated  successfully  by  the  Lions  Club 
during  the  winter.  Voted  yes. 

Article  10     Other  business: 

To  permit  police  to  submit  expense  accounts  for  automobile 
expenses  incurred  in  their  work,  presented  by  Charles  W.  Carr. 
Voted  yes. 

To  authorize  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  qualified  Health  Officer, 
presented  by  Ann  Smith  Christenson.  Voted  yes. 
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Photo  courtesy  of  Charles  Brown 
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A  budget  of  $77,250.90  was  approved  by  voters.  Discussion  and  voting  on 
Warrant  Articles  concluded  at  8:05  p.m.  The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Regional 
School  District  was  announced.  Paul  Collins  spoke  of  the  need  for  a  Town  Police 
cruiser.  C.  Hemphill,  on  behalf  of  the  Selectmen,  thanked  the  Fall  Foliage  Festival 
Committee  and  the  Warner  Woman's  Club  for  redecorating  the  interior  of  the 
Hall.  New  window  shades  were  provided  and  paint,  varnish,  floors,  and  drapes 
were  all  either  cleaned  or  refurbished. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  and  ballot  counting  began.  At  11:30  p.m.  the 
results  of  balloting  were  announced.  The  Zoning  Ordinance  failed.  The  checklist 
numbered  705;  votes  cast  were  321.  Ballot  clerks  were:  Miss  Mary  Martin,  Mrs. 
Esther  Randall,  Mrs.  Lillian  Dowling,  and  Mrs.  Ina  Slayton.  School  District 
officials  counted  their  own  ballots. 

Another  event  of  interest  during  this  year  was  that  Interstate  89  was  opened 
to  traffic  below  the  town  during  the  summer.  The  by-pass  around  Warner  to  Rt. 
103  and  Nichols  Mill  was  opened  in  September.  The  remaining  link  to  King 
Ridge  in  New  London  opened  with  an  official  ribbon- cutting  ceremony  with 
Gov.  King  in  November.  Warner  Town  officials  were  presented  with  the  scissors 
used  in  the  ceremony. 

The  summer  also  saw  the  Town  revalued  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.
